For the month of November 2006, the following traffic citations were issued-nine citations for
speeding, and one citation each for no drivers license and exhibition driving.

NEIGHBORHOOD WATCH

Recently the police department have been receiving quite a few complaints of items being stolen
from vehicles and also gas being stolen from vehicles and residences. We are asking all residents
to take extra steps to protect property—lock your vehicles and residence, call the police depart-
ment if you hear or see anything or anyone that look suspicious, and if you are going to be away
for a few days call the police department and request a spot check; the dispatcher will ask you a
few questions in order to complete our spot check request log.
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Protecting Your Home and Property

Just taking a few simple precautions can help keep your home and property safe and help deter
criminals from targeting your residence.

*Thieves hate bright lights—install outside lights and keep them on at night or lights with photo
cells that turn on when it’s dark and off when it’s light. You can also install motion lights
under your carport and other areas on the outside of your home where you store valu-
ables. These lights will turn on when someone approaches.

*Keep your yard clean—prune back shrubbery and tree limbs so it doesn’t hide doors or windows
and thieves can’t use them for cover.

«Stow ladders, mowers, garden tools, and other valuable items out of sight when they are not in
use.

*Keep valuables out of easy view of thieves. Purses, wallets, holiday gifts, and the like should not
be readily visible from the door or street. These items and other valuables should not be
left overnight in vehicles either. If you have to leave a valuable item in your vehicle, store
it in the trunk. Always lock your vehicle while it is parked and not in use, even at your
own residence.

*Make sure every external door of your residence has a sturdy, well-installed dead bolt lock and
make sure windows are secured with appropriate locks. When you are leaving your home
make sure all doors and windows are closed and locked.

*Be sure doors have wide-angle viewers (peepholes) placed conveniently for everyone in the
household. Some viewers magnify the image, helpful to those with vision impairments.

«Clearly display your house number so police and other emergency vehicles can find your home
quickly.

*If you travel, create the illusion that you’re at home by getting some timers that will turn lights
on and off in different areas of your house throughout the evening. Lights burning 24
hours a day signal an empty house.
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-Make a list of your valuables—VCR’s, stereos, computers, jewelry. Take photos of the items, list
their serial numbers and descriptions or engrave items with a number that can be identified by
you.

-1f you return home and something looks questionable—a slit screen, a broken window or an open
door—don’t go in and most importantly do not touch anything. Call the police on your cell phone
or from a neighbor’s house.

If you need a police officer, do not hesitate to call. A police officer investigating suspicious activity
or suspicious persons in your neighborhood could well deter someone that’s up to no good. Most
subjects that have the intent to commit criminal acts and maybe in your neighborhood will soon
leave if the police stop, identify and question them.

It will be ideal if there was enough officers on duty at all times to watch every residence and
street 24 hours a day, 7 days a week but in reality it will never happen in any community. There-
fore, the police need to rely on law abiding citizens to report activities that seem out of place or to
report persons that are breaking the law or just seem suspicious.

In recognition of 9-11 students, staff, parents, and community visitors held a prayer ceremony to
remember our history. The former chairman and man that fought so hard to establish the current school was on
hand to show his support Mr. Leroy Burgess. The school pledge was recited by the students in the native lan-
guage of Chitimacha followed by a prayer from ministers of Little Pass Baptist Church. The “Star — Spangled Ban-
ner” was sung by Jasi Anderson and students read poems that they had written. A lovely Native American song
was played by Javon Marcotte on his flute. Ending the ceremony came with a warm thank you was giving words of
wisdom...In our history we had times when fighting was on this great soil of the United States — A man by the
name of Chief Joseph surrendered for peace by stating these words...”Tell General Howard | know his heart.

What he told me before | have in my heart. | am tired of fighting. Our chiefs are killed. Looking Glass is dead. It
is the young men who say yes or no. He who led the young men is dead. It is cold and we have no blankets. The
little children are freezing to death. My people, some of them have run away to the hills and have no blankets, no
food; no one knows where they are — perhaps freezing to death. | want to have time to look for my children and
see how many | can find. Maybe | shall find them among the dead. Hear me my chiefs. | am tired; my heart is
sick and sad. From where the sun now stands, | shall fight no more forever.” We must never forget any part of our
history so that we may live in PEACE.

week was “” and students enjoyed making “juggling jellyfish.” In Math the students started a unit on graphs and
patterns.

Ms. Phyllis’ first graders are proud of themselves for finishing their first pre-primer, Together Again. They
enjoyed the stories and learned to read many new words.

In social studies, we learned some important things about the family. We learned about the family’s
needs and wants; our addresses and how to locate them on a map; made personal time lines of our first six years;

They have been working on reaching their AR goals and
have just started reading for the Pizza Hut Book-It Program. They have to read 12 books a month to receive their
award. In AR they have all received necklaces and are working on getting charms for their necklaces. Whenever
they have free time they are busy reading. Keep up the good work second graders. Our reading theme is Help-
ing Hands. In this unit, we see how people work together to accomplish their goals. They learn that teamwork is
not only helpful but can also be fun. In Social Studies they are learning about the past. They will compare
ways in which early inhabitants adapted themselves to their environment. They will learn about the different
changes our country ahs been through and continue to change today. They will make a time-line of their lives
and see the different changes they have made. Our Star Student this month is Maghan Baham. Congratulations
Maghan!

WOW...Time is flying by is school year! Ms. Beth Rodriguez’s third grade class has been learn-
ing about the Sugar Cane industry in their Social Studies class. Students now know and understand the process
that takes place from the time the cane is planted to the time it is hauled to the mill, processed, and shipped.

The students were able to see a real stalk of sugar cane and Ms. Beth showed them the different parts of the
stalk of cane, which they were able to taste. Students were then asked to diagram a stalk of cane on paper.
They enjoyed seeing and tasting the different forms of sugar, along with some cane syrup and even made cook-
ies in class!

In English class this week, the third graders will take what they have learned about sugar and will write a
‘how-to” paragraph (recipe) explaining how to make, cook, or bake something made with sugar. They will have to
incorporate some Math into their paragraph, using measurement to indicate how much of each ingredient they will
need. Students will also be required to follow sequence when writing about what needs to be done to create their
‘sugar masterpieces.” Last months Star-of-the-Week was Drake Hewitt and this months Star-of-the-Week is
Trent Darden. Congratulations!

Mrs. Tori's star of the week is Sarah Guillory. Congratulations Sarah!!! The fourth graders at CTS are
working hard to master their multiplication facts and are becoming very successful! They are also proving to be
poets as well; while completing a unit on poetry, the fourth graders are creating some very unique and interesting
poems. In other school news, CTS cheerleaders will also begin practicing hard for the upcoming 1st nine weeks
Renaissance Pep Rally!

Ms. Keeri would like to let everyone know how proud she is of her 5t grade class. They are all a bunch of
Super readers!! They have each already achieved their 9t week Accelerated Reading goals and it is only the 7t
week of the school year. We just finished reading The Watson’s Go to Burmingham-1963 as our read aloud book.
Everyone did well on the AR test, as well as the AV test.

In Social Studies we are creating travel brochures and posters of the Maya, Inca, and Aztec civilizations.
In doing this we are learning about where they lived, what they ate, and how these civilizations came to an end. In
Science we're learning that just because two objects have the same size and shape, it doesn’t mean they have the
same density or mass. We're also learning what to look for to determine whether a chemical or physical change
has taken place. Were our “coke floats” for Fun Friday a chemical or physical change???? Congratulations to
Jovan Marcotte!!!

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Moving into the much welcomed fall season the 6t graders at CTS are studying Ancient Civilizations and
learning that many of the things we use today come from ideas of the people that lived from 4000 B. C. to 1500
B.C. The 6t graders are ALWAYS eager to learn and create neat and exciting projects. Our 6t grade team in-
cludes Kaylee, Nathaniel, Nata, Jasi, Madeline, Meagan, and Rhett.

The seventh grade class will be
researching animals. They are finding interesting facts concerning their animal of choice. The eighth grade class
will be soaring high as they explore space, the planets, and the stars. The sixth grade will attempt to “clean up” as
they look into ways we can recycle and reuse. The eighth grade Star of the Week is Alfred Crochet. Last months
eight grade star of the week was Dustin Bobbitt. Congratulations to both of these students!

C.T.S. 6th - 8th Grade Language Arts classes are on a roll. 7th Grade has begun reading the novel To Kill
a Mockingbird. 8th Grade is enjoying the book The Light in the Forest, and 6th Grade will soon begin reading A
Day No Pigs Would Die. Students are maintaining response journals for the novels. All middle school grades re-
cently completed their descriptive essays.

Child Passenger Safety Trainings

Yaamahana continues to host Child Passenger Safety Trainings. Firefighter Deborah Guardia conducts
the trainings at Yaamahana on a quarterly basis. She has a National Child Passenger Safety Certification.
Prior to each training, Ms. Guardia conducts a child safety seat check. The safety seat check determines if
the car seat is appropriate for your child, and if the seat is installed properly. When tribal families attend
a Child Passenger Safety Training, they receive a free car seat for their child.

Developmental Screenings

Yaamahana also provides developmental screening to tribal children between the ages of 6 weeks and 5-
years-old who are not attending our child care center.

Story Time

One of the most important elements in literacy development is that children associate reading books with
pleasure and develop a desire to learn to read. You can help us create young readers at Yaamahana by
providing pleasurable reading experiences to the children. Since young children have short attention
spans, the storytime need only be about 15 minutes in length. You can bring your favorite children’s
book, or we have a nice selection of picture books for you to choose from. If you are adventuresome, you
might want to dress up as a character in the story you are going to read or tell.
